Homo of the 
parties wlio denounce leases, and profess to be 
an.xious to go to work in tho meadows, have, 
we learn, declined t'ning into this operation, 
having got more than they can atteud lo al- 
ready. 

PuiiLio Meetino. — In pursuance with a no- 
tice ir.siied by the Gold Oommissioner, a pub- 
lic lucetiug of the inhabitants ot Cariboo was 
held at .Slirlin!.' .V liiirry's saloon, on Monday, 
aih inst., for Ibe purpose of c.\pres.sing the 
iientiinents of Iho ..omnHinity as to tbo con- 
templiited lease of the .Meatlowu — about two 
hnndreti persons were present. At two o'clk. 
.Mr. L'uniuiisdioner Brow eutoreil, and alter iu' 
forming tbo meeting thai ho had been ro- 
(luested by tho Government to ascertain tbo 
opinions of tho miners on the subject, read 
the application, signed by Messrs' Barnard, 
Leneven, ^iamp, Adair and iteacbam, asking 
fur a lease for 21 years, of the ground from 
lull to bill, rnnniDK froin the Batlarat claim 
to the month of Mosquito, together with a re 
mission of daties and road tolls on any ma- 
chinery imported for working tho same. The 
applicants atuted that thoy Intended lo form a 
joint stock eompnny, and procure requisite 
steam machinery for working llie ground. Mr. 
Brew also read a letter from the Colonial Soc- 
retary, requesting advico as to tho propriety 
of making ao.large a grant ; bo then said that 
ho. left the subject in the bands of the public, 
and if they chose to organize and report tboir 
opinions lo him, bo would communicate the 
result to tbo proper quarter. On motion, 
.Mr. A. McPbersoa was called to tbo chair ; 
.Mr. ^y.W. llill tras appointed secretary. 

Several geatlemea addressed the meeting — 
most of tho speakers being opposed to ihe 
granting of a lease for such a largo area of 
ground — the extent of which is about liye 
miles long and one and a-lialf broad. 

lieloru the inopiing adjourned a commlttoo 
was appointed to draw up a report of the ad- 
visability, or uot, of grantiag the lease asked 
for. Tho committee have made the following 
report : 

" Tho cominiltse appointad by tbo meeting 
of miners, held at Biirkervillo, on the 8th of 
February, liy order ot the Gold Commissionor, 
to consider the (advisability, or not, of grftnt> 
ing so .Messrs. Siamp, Louevou. Adair, Bar- 
nard and others, Sve miles of mineral land, 
situated, in the laeadawa of William Greek, on 
leasei.fot,2l years.beg moat respeotfolly to band 
in their report. The committee, after carefully 
conR.iiering tbA'sobJeot, have coma to ,tb« 
conclusion that it would be unwiao and highly 
detrimental to the mining community ot Car- 
iboo, that this grant should bo made; and 
would impres' upon the governm<?nt that iu 
their ^oiiinioa '.l would havo a tcndeney to 
greatly e.\cite tbo feelings of tho miners ot this 
district. Secondly, tho committee aro of 
opinion that grants of lands situated in dis- 
tricts already nrospected, aro not beneficial 
cither lo tho ir iners or lo tho community at 
large; -ind that they believe tho ground iu 
tiuestion will .he worked by individual miners 
before the end of two years. Thirdly, the 
cotnmitiec are cf opinion that a grant to the 
genllomcn in question, of a part of the ground 
asked for, say one and axhalf mile, or two 
miles at tho most, would he favorabljr received 
by a very large minority in this district. The 
committee, on bebali of tlie miners, beg to ro. 
turn their sincero thanks to tho government, 
and lo tho Gold Commissioner parlicniarly, 
fur the kind and >20aslderale manner in wbioU 
ihey bave been treated on this occasion."

ally and Puyallup riTors, containing aboui 
two hundred and sixty squar^ miles, or about 
one hundred and eixty-seven thousand and 
forty acres; another at the Cowlitz liver, 
called tbe Cowlitz farm>, of three thousand 
five hODdred and seventy-two acres of land; 
tbat on those two tracks were various bnild- 
ings and farming eoclosares; that they owned, 
at tbat time throe thou-iand bead of oatile, 
three (huudrsd aud filty horses, and five 
tboussod three hundred shoop that wore 
pasturfld and fed on these land^ They fur- 
ther allege, tbat althoQsh tbe United States, 
by the terms of tbe treaty, were bound to 
oonfirmto tbe cmpany the lands and farms, 
and other property hi Id and pofsesaod by 
them at the date of that convcmion, yet Ibis 
was not done; and in consequence of thin 
fiiilnre on tbe part of the UovBrnment of tbe 
United Slalts t) fulD 1 its Hgn emont, and ol 
tbe acts and procoedinga of its oQicers and 
citizens assuming to act under cho authority 
of its laws, tho company aro deprived of tbo 
030 and enjoyment of ft largo porliou of llicir 
binds, farms, and other properly ; thai llierc 
was a loss of ron'.s and profits; that tboir pis- 
turago wus destroyed, their livo stock killed, 
or driven olf aod lost, and tboir business 
lirokeii op and rendered UDprollt!\blo. For 
tbesu cliviinp, llios staled io brief, tbo company 
ftsk for tliB f.inns and land, and for tho build- 
ings and iinproTiimenls on them, one hundred 
i<nd ninety iliousand pounds sterling. For tho 
loss of their tiro stock, and other losaes saf- 
fcrod from tho failure of the Government of 
tbo United States to perform its oontract, and 
from the acts of iti olUcors and citizens, they 
ask a further sum of fifty IbousaiKl pnumls 
sterling, nuikinflf tbe sum total of tlUMr claim 
against tho United Slates two hundred and 
forty tbousund poanda sterling, equal to
